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j REMARKS 

Support for the new claims can be found throughout the specification, e.g., on pages 4-5 
and 18, respectively, for the terms "biologically, " "immunologically" and antigenically active. 
No new matter has been added by these amendments. Applicant respectfully requests entry of 
the present amendment prior to examination of the above-identified application. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the entirety of the above claims be examined together 
in the present application. It is noted that the polynucleotides of original claims 1 1 and 12, 
expression vectors and host cells containing them, and methods of making the polypeptide 
encoded by the polynucleotides have already been examined and issued in the parent application. 
It is submitted that claims 13 and 17 should have been examined with those claims, as they are 
dependent composition or method claims which depended from allowed claim 12. It is 
respectfully submitted that there is little if any additional burden on the Examiner to examine and 
allow those claims in addition to any other claims which might be elected in the present 
application. 

Moreover, it is noted that there the newly added claims include process/method claims 
depending from polypeptide product claims, and product-by-process claims which overlap to 
some extent with originally filed product claims. Applicant therefore respectfully submits that a 
search of the polypeptide claims and the new process and product-by-process claims would sub- 
stantially overlap with a search for other originally filed product, e.g., antibody, claims, and that 
a search for the full scope of the remaining claims would therefore pose no undue additional 
burden on the Examiner. Examination in accordance with this fact is therefore respectfully 
requested.
